Kolkhoz families are migrating in increasing numbers to the Kara lo -Finnish 
SSR from other republics and oblasts of the USSR to assist in the development of 
the timber industry. The first few hundred migrant families hare arrived. The/ 
have >*en sent to Vedlozerskiy, Petrovskiy, Pryezkinskly arid Sheltoierskiy rayons, 
where they are settling do*r_ and beginning work. 

Preparations to receive the new migrants are inadequate. xislng conditions 
are very poor and construction of new housing has been alow, di opping to almost 
nothing during the first quarter. There has been no marked Increase in canstinetlon 
at the beginning of the second quarter. In a number of rayons, including 
Medveth'yegorskiy, Segeehskly, Kenokly, and Kurkiyokskly, receiving centers for 
tha new arrivals have not yet bean organised.

Nerrly 2,000 square meters of housing 
have been completed in the Chains section of the Shuysho-Vldanakoye Timber 
Management, and construction of schools, four -apartment houses, dormitories, 
etc., has begun. Loggers and families will move into the new houses next 
autumn .
